Covina Citrus Association 


to Fumigate 1200 Acres 


"There will not be five per rent of 


the acreage in the Covina Citrus Asso- 
ciation that will not be fumigated this 
year," said Roy Platt, field manager, 
this work. "Not only does this asso- 
ciation talk annual fumigation, but. the 
rnr-mberj practice it. Besides those who 
fumigate their groves annually, the re- 
maining small per cent, is included in 
fumigation 
this year, to the point 


where practically every acre will be 
fumigated," the manager soid. 


The amount of work to be done id 


»ibout 1200 acres. Two crews were at 
work this week. Four crews will soon 
be working, with a possibility of a 
fifth later in the season. The associa- 
tion hog tents enough for five outfits. 
Mr. Platt said that the work is kept 
moving rapidly, in order to fumigate 
the entire acreage before the cold and 
rainy weather of the latter part of 
December nnd January. In other yearn 
the association work hns been complet- 
ed by the middle of December, which 
accounts to a considerable degree for 
the success which the work hns met 
with. Quite a little poor work is gen- 
erally done in January, when the tem- 
perature is the lowest of the year, and 
when 
atmospheric 
conditions 
arc 


MgainKl the furnigator. By beginning 
•'ttrly arid running enough outfits to get 
through before the bad time of year, 
Ihe association hns been able to make 
iin enviable record. It hns been this 
fact that has caused many ranchers to 
believe in the superior efficiency of co- 
operative fumigating as compared with 
1hc practical furnlgators who may have 


HO many contracts that he must of 


necessity extend his fumigating season 
into the bad weather. 


In common with practically every 


fumigating outfit, the association will 
use liquid hydrocyanic acid this year. 
It is probable that the use of solid so- 
dium cyanide and sulphuric acid hnx 
gone for good. 
Mr. Platt, however, 


said this week that the greatest empha- 
sis must be placed on the danger of 
handling this stuff, as it. is much more 
dangerous than the old chemicals. 
He 


says that he cautions every workman 
to hnndlc it with extreme care, and to 
be on the watch all the time. 


"I tell them to be afrcad of it—to 


kncp afraid of it all Jhe time," said 
Mr. Platt. "And the same thing holds 
true of every rancher nnd other person 
that may come in contact with it." 


Labor hns not developed into a prob- 


lem as yet this year, the manager says. 
The men are paid a cent and one-half 
per tree, nnd are averaging about sev- 
enty-five cents an hour. A report this 
week to Mr. Platt showed that work- 
men had earned at the rate of $6.70 per 
night on one of the jobs completed. 
There will be some nights when much 
more than this will be earned, accord- 
ing to the number of hours put in. 


It looks to the field manager of this 


association as if tho ranchers were go- 
ing to make a big fumigation clean-up, 
in order to pnt the best of fruit into 
next year's market.

TRACTOR TROUBLE CHART. 


When the tracto'r is ailing, its trouble 


may be diagnosed by certain physical 
indications and conditions, as follows:

though I haxre considerable sympathy 
for the laboring man (as well as the 
newspaperman) -who is battling with 
the H. C. L. these days, and personally 
.feel that perhaps it is sometimes nec- 
essary for strikes to occur, still, 1 
wanted to be sure that this young 
aviator was not discontented with his 
lot. It would be awkward to get up in 
the air four thousand feet, and have to 
walk back.

cross the arc of the sky and disappear 
into the horizen, with perhaps much of 
the same feeling of awe that the In- 
dians of old watched the approaching 
ships of Columbus. 


No doubt the time will arrive before 


some of us are dead, when we will make 
week-end trips to the Atlantic coast 
by an air-line, and when ten minutes 
will be rather slow time for a swoop 
from this valley to some great landing 
area on the combined roofs of Los An 
geles downtown buildings. 
The air 


lines will have quite an advantage over 
the automobile, in that the tracks of 
the air nre still illimitable, while no 
matter how many roads we construct, 
they will still follow prescribed paths. 
And when the cities arc roofed over 
so that streams of planes can conic and 
go, even as the gulls wheel and swoop 
and alight and arise over the piers of 
San Pedro, then will be the day when 
the lady shopper will meet the floor 
walker on the fifteenth floor, and the 
trip on the elevator will be reversed 
from what it is at the present day 
But there will probably be just as 
mush congestion in the streets. Bos 
ton and New York and Chicago strug 
gle just as hopelessly with traffic as of 


worthless. Bnfthe }»nn» of the Covina 
valley now sell for about twice that of 
the El Monte lands, through the fact 
that a few brave souls were able to 
divert water from the San Gabriel can- 
yon. 


So it is, in my estimation, that the 


encircling hills of Covinn will be the 
most valuable in the future. The eleva- 
tion makes the land frostlcss. Terracing 
has solved the question of how to care 
for lands on a steep slope. Cool breezes 
of summer make these elevations very

were with me as I rode over these hills 
nto Spadra—at least the thouhts were 
with me until the aviator began to 
bank his plane for a turn, and then 1 
hough t perhaps one side of the'hills 
was about to come up and hit me in 
the face. I wanted to tell the young 
man to put his helm hard over to star- 
board, but just then we passed into an 
airpocket, end the plane went off and 
eft me—that is, it dropped with such 
a promptness that I couldn't follow 
the scat down fast enough. The Cur- 
rents above this valley arc full of 
pockets, the aviators say, but it only 
takes a couple of seconds 
to 
pass 


through them. 
They are called air- 


pockets, but not that they arc pockets 
of air. 
A pocket is something that 


can be trusted to hold what is put in 
it, but these so-called pockets won't 
hold anything. When you hit one you 
go out through the bottom of it. And 
while not really being pockets, neither 
do they contain air, or less air, than 
the surrounding atmosphere. That's 
why the plane falls—because the pro- 
peller meets with no air resistance. The 
plane is maintained by being pushed 
rapidly through heavy atmosphere. 


THE NEW COVINA. 


The new orchards of the future are 


to be upon these same hills that look 
so brown and so gullied, as viewed 
from an airplane. The finest lemon 
land, the finest orange and walnut li\ml, 
will be the terraced plantings south and 
cast of the city, and the most beautiful 
and coptly residences will be there in 
the future—with landing places for air- 
planes on every man's ranch, no doubt, 


yore, even though subways and eievai- 
eds have been built. 


GREAT VACANT ACREAGE. 


Although I have lived in the valley 


for more than twenty -five years, it is 
hard to remember that only a part of 
the lands of the valley are in intensive 
cultivation. We are all in the habit 
of thinking of the Covina valley as 
practically all in orchards. But we for- 
get the great range of hills that passes 
around the valley from the east 'into 
the. south. Thousands of acres are en- 
veloped in these great hills, which in 
any other country would be called 
mountains, but are 39 close to the range 
of the Sierra Madro that their size is 
overshadowed. 


These hills, as viewed from a plane,' 


show the vast amount of uncultivated 
land lying contiguous to the famous 
Covina orchard district. And we, who 


as well as winding automoouc ruuus iur 
poor people who can't afford airplanes. 
The poor we have always with un, you 
know, and the poor of the future will 
undoubtedly 
bo obliged to. content 


themselves with twelve-cylinder Pack- 
ards. 


But it is a: fact worth giving serious 


consideration at this time that the hills 
about Covina are to bo tho most val- 
uable property of the future in this 
vicinity. There has been a sort of in- 
verted rule on property values in this 
valley from the first. When the pio- 
neers of the forties ad fifties came over 
the desert where Covinu now stands, 
they were on their way as fast as 
they could make if to El Monte, for 
that place was a green ciencga, where 
water came to the surface, and whore 
natural grazing land was valuable. The 
intervening desert was passed up as 


homes. And with adequate water the 
soil will produce, probably, better thnn 
docs the sandy loam of the valley bot- 
toms. And a great project for the de- 
velopment of water for all this prop- 
erty is even now under way. and pro- 
bably will be announced within ft shott 
time. 


NO MORE BANDITS. 


It, occurred to me, and undoubtedly 


occurs to evpfyone who rides in an 
aeroplane, that the day of the bandit, 
skulking in the hills is rapidly passing. 
The soaring, circling plane con spot 


him. 
His lair can be either photograph- 


ed or bombed. The Mexican who leads 
his band to the valley, kills and plun- 
ders and then goes back to his moun- 
tain fastness, will no longer be able to 
wholly hide himself. 


When the United States has gotten 


the League of Nations signed up, and 
real attention can be paid to something 
else, we all look to sec Prex Wilson 
turn his hand to straightening out the 
Mexican tangle. He has already told 
England and other nations that he will 
attend to the matter. We will hear of 
some of our aviators hunting the fam- 
ous Villa, and then we will hcnr of his 
running before air-bombs. And then he 
will quit cold, as Ocronirno did when 
Lieutenant Miles guarded every water- 
hole in Azizona and Now Mexico with 
cavalry and made the old Apache come 
in or die of thirst. 


It is a new and novel education to 


see fifteen thousand neres of citrus 
fruits from an amijilanp, as I did dur- 
ing this rido over the communities of 
Glendorn, AzuMi, Covina, and Pucntc. 


But. 
the future passenger in the. air will 


sec ( a few years from now) a green, 
terraced range of hills enveloping the 
volley, and there will be twenty or thirty 
thousand acres of citrus fruits to sail 
over in a trip about the upper Sun Gab- 
riel valley—to look down upon a land 
planted to evergreen trees as thick as 
fox-glovo in a Vermont forest. It is a 
beautiful sight these days—but it is to 
grow more beautiful with the passing 
of the years.

oast as Yunm is practically^ complete. 
All Southern California counties have- 
boon practically incommunicado for a 
week. Automobile busses have not been 
able to take care of a fraction of the 
business, while enormojis amounts of 
freight have been piling up in every 
freight yard. Passenger trains with 
many passengers bound for Southern 
California have been stalled at desert 
stations. The passengers are slowly ar- 
riving in automobiles. In many places 
the railroad officials have ordered the 
passengers to be given meals at the 
expense of the company. 


Very little if any loss to Covina val- 


ley fruit will result, according to local 
advices. Practically all cars of oranges 
that wore rolling from this valley were 
out of the strike zone before the trou- 
ble began. Cars that have since been 
packed from fruit already in the pack- 
ing houses have been sent to cold stor- 
age in Pomona and San Dimas.

strike-«iias resulted in a very serious 


arbitrating the strike, and although it , 
has been .announced ttuit the local strik- 
ers are striking without the approval 
of the national brotherhood, there did 
not seem to be any indication late last 
night that the end was in sight, al- 
though there were constant tumors that 
a settlement was to be expected at any 
time.
